We are glad to find that our "diaiert 
atiou on Canadian political hiatory" has 
. tampered the aage-Uke utterances of our 
>>teeined,though. oaprtoioua evening con- 
'temporary. ' Such a "dissertation" would 
aeom to hiivo boon inuoh needed in tho 
vicinity of tho 'i'niioa office, and has doubt- 
less been tho lueims of ciistint; light iu the 
dark places oi his political remiuiacences, 
Posing as an authority ou all luatters af- 
fecting the politics of Ontario it was just 
a little odd that he:a|iouid have made the 
gross blunder of staling thata Macdonald- 
Cartier povernmont succeodod the Mac- 
donald -Dorion adminiatralion in 186-4. 
And tho Timoa in its effort to got out of 
tho ugly position in which it has placed 
itself by its aasuniption of an absoluta 
kqojrledga of the matter in queation deals 
' ita old friend, ita poUtiosl. Bible, .an ua- 
kinS blow . "The Globe," it aaya, "ia aa 
frequently natray in its calculations as is 
The Oo(onist." What heresy ! The Colo 
niat of courBO ia "often wrong" in tho eyes 
of our coutempojory, simply because it ia 
generally right, Hut to accuae the Globo, 
which ovory grit sweara by, of being "fre- 
quently aatrny ' in lui ovidoniio tluit our 
conteinporiiry ia getting weiiry of hia^ old 
montor. Tho tuct, huwuvcr, ri'iiuiiuB that 
according to tho Ulobo which would na- 
turally put tho boat cfinstructiun poasiblu 
on tho maitar, thu Saudtijld Macdonald 
govorninont wiia dofoati'd in 1871 by 9 
votes, thu iudfpdndonti numbering 7 
If tho Globe allowed tho opposition such 
a niiij'iritj' we may naturally euppnse that 
tho coiiservutivo press wont them a llttli' 
bettor. Wo are iiaSiL'd wily if tho vicl )ry 
was so sweeping Baudtiold Macdonald hold 
on to office until the 20th of December, 
1871. That ia just the point. Here was 
the case of a governinoiit dofoated at the 
polls on iho uutlu.rily of its principal 
organ holding nii lo uttict' for eight montha 
Uhtd thu huoie mot, fanning a 
precedent which Mr. Rnas iniuhi 
have jafely poiuted to hatl he been defeated 
at the rect-ut fk-otious iu Quebec. Thi.s, 
of course, wo do not gniut, hIuco tho prob- 
abilities are that Mr. Mercier's renowned 
; >**ronnd robin" ia one of those grit myths 
which hare done such good ssrvioe in the 
past. When the Timea pretends to 
assert thut Li.-ut.-Gov. Rowland did not go 
back to liis tirst love and was not iu sym- 
pathy with Siiii.ltli.ild Miicdouald at that 
time it makes a .statoment which it can not 
behbve. Thfc (not was well known at tha 
timo, that Mr. Ilowland was the incarna- 
tion of a liberal. The Times jiersiata iu 
stating that we aaid the Cartior-Maodonald 
gOTomment was • 'defeated" at the general 
elections of 1861. AVe said it was "virtually 
beaten," on the authority c£ an organ 
which acknowledged that it waa impossible 
for the ministry to carry on the govern- 
ment, and yet a resignation was not 
demanded. The Times glibly states that 
Air. Mercier has 3.5 of tho 05 m<Mnber3 of 
the house. Upon whoso authority does 
ho say 80? Mr. Mercier't? That of 
L'EleoteurJ Probably. Mr. Rosa and 
"the Gazette olaim.a amBlUmaiorUy, in the 
house, and their opinions are aa worthy of 
crudeuce aa thoao of .Mr, Murcier or hia ra- 
bid organ. In by a general ciniaenaus 
of opinion the Mucdonald-Uorion govern- 
. vinent waa defeated by 6 votes, but did not 
' resign. As soon as the house met, how- 
ever, they wore consigned to political ob- 
livion . Then came tho Taob<-Macdon«ld 
government which met in May, 1864, 
Mr. Foley, the poatniaatar-goneral, hav- 
ing fallen by the way, and which waa sus- 
tained on a motion of want of confidence 
by A narrow majority. Then followed its 
defeat, and on the succeeding day the 
memorable conversation between George 
Brown, Aleiaiider .Morria and J. 11. Pope 
occurred, which resulted in Mr. Brown's 
agreeing that the time was a fitting one 
to settle forever tho constitutional difli- 
oulties between Upper and Lower Can- 
ada. The history of the confedera- 
tion movement, then initiated, does 
nut cuiicorn m. Enough has been 
Haid to show th;it tlie precedeiita wo 
Bet up are founded upon the facts of 
history and are incontrovertible. We 
ahall still, however, not be disappointed 
if our contemporary continues to hold a 
cuiitrary upiiuuii for did wo pileargament 
upon arguuiuiit, aa wo might did the sub- 
ject wttrrantit,we would atiUfind him cling- 
• ing to statements uttered in an ungarded 
moment. The matter is one hardly worth 
foUpifing up, since the action of 
the Quebec ministry in holding on 
to tho reins of ollico ia ack- 
nowledged by thu Times to bu coiiatitu- 
tional, and more especially since a fow 
weeks or months at moat will decide the 
fate of the present Quebec government. 

THE METLAKAMTLA QUESTION. 

There has lately been considerable cor- 
respondence in theao columns on tho pre- 
sent Indian issue at Metlakahthi, and 
lengthy letters have set forth the viowa 
and opinions of the writers on tho mattur. 
Tho aceno ia remote, and very fow of our 
roadera aro ac'iuaiiit-id with it, and ho far 
aa the gener.il jtublio nr.; concornod thoy 
are not aware i-f tho real atato of tho case, 
and no doubt aio an.xiuua to become ac- 
quainted with the position osaupied by 
tho federal and local authoritiea. We 
will not atttnipt a disouasion of 
ila nR-nti cr its demerits, but 
dimply av.iU: ihi) (|ia'aiion aa wo under 
stand it. The object of the Cormorant 
oroceeding north has nothing to do with 
the two acres known aa Mission point. 
That land was surveyed two years ago in 
acciirdance with the recommendation of 
the commia9i..n.T», adopt-.;d by the local 
legialatorf. It ia true that lately Mr. 
Duiio.ui'» Iutli;iiia have erected a building 
upon thesB two acres, concerning which 
prucetdioga have already been tiken in 
the courts, and there this question for tho 
timo r■.-^>'rt. No u.;noii in r.;Hpectof it will 
be t;ikoii by thit unj.;!- 1: :iio or pcilico olli- 
oera who have prc-cocnU-d to .MotlakahtLi. 
The aurvoy of the Indian reaorvo is, how- 
ever, a very dilToreti* question. Tho re- 
servation, consisting of over seventy thou- 
Hand acres, was appropriated for Indtan 
purphBoa by tho joint consent of the Do- 
minion and provincial governinontg, and 
ia tar in oxcusa of the requirements of tho 
Metlakahtla Indians, and of tho extent of 
land asked for by Mr. Duncan on their 
behalf. Preparatory to asking for a con- 
veyance in tru-it for tho Indians 
of tiiia reaorvo tho Dominion gov- 
ernment directed a Rurvay of it to bo 
made and Mr. Tuck waa employed for 
that purpose. The Indiana have preyont- 
od his Hcoompliihing his duties, and tho 
Dominion government, on being informed 
of th:it fact, roiineatod tho ' local author- 
itiea to take iii....iiure8 to prevent further 
obstruction. Thero was not a magistrate 
AtMetlttkfthtlft, tho Indians having refused 



to recognize the Indian agent. Thoy have 
potjacBaion of the jail erected a<; public ex- 
penijo, and thero are no meano in that lo- 
cality to carry out the ordinary police ad- 
ministration of justice. Mr. Harrison, 
the stipendiary magistrBte, together with 
Supt. Roycraft and two constables were 
instructed to proceed to Metlakahtla with 
the two fold object of dealing with such 
complaints as might be preferred, and to 
preyent further obstruction to tho aurvoy 
of the Indian reserve. So far from thu 
survey being in denial of any suggoated 
rimbta o^tbe Indiana it ia in conservation 
of "Oiei^^fioBt interests, as it is a step by 
means of which their occupation of this 
largo tract of land will be secured to them. 
The local irovernment has never yet re- 
fused to adopt tho eatablishmoiit of Indian 
reserves recommended by tho Indian 
authorities, and it ia notorious that 
throughout tho length and breadth of the 
country the liberal Indian policy of pre- 
vious British Columbia governments in 
allocating to the Indiana the best landa in 
tho province has, not without complaint 
from w|iite,BettlerB, been pursued by the 
province ainoe confederation. - 



U. S. MINERAL PRODUCTS. 



"Wo have received from the office o£ tho 
United States geoloiloftllBuryfy an iibstract 
of the quantities and'Valnes of the mineral 
products of the United States for the year 
1885. The grand total produced from tho 
uiinos is tho ouormous value of S'128,000,- 
000. This is Blightly iii fxooKH of tho pre- 
vious year, though loss thuu in either 1882 
or 188'.1. The miueral pro(iu(!ts aro divid- 
ed into metallic and uoii-metallio, of wliioh 
the iormoi aggregated a'lout $101,500,000 
and tho latter $239,432,000. In tho motal- 
lio list iron comes first in aggregate value, 
$64,712,400; silver produced was valued at 
§51,600,000; gold, $31,801,000; copper, 
$18,293,000; lead, $10,469,431, and zinc, 
S3,5D3,8S6. All other itema come under 
one million oach, qnioksilvor alone approxi- 
mating to that figure. In the non-metallic 
minerals coal holds tho first place. Tho 
bitumiuous coal reached a valuf of $S2,- 
3-17,'JG8; anthraoit*, $7G,<',71,'J18, and 
petroleum, ^lO.l'JO.GO-i. Liino ocjmos 
iieit in value, tho product bi.-iug set down 
at J20,000,UOO. Building .Htone i.s tiibli-d at 
$19,000,000; salt at S-l,S2,'j,31.'); cunu-ut, 
$3, -192, 500; phoaphute, 32,840.00-1; natural 
gas, $4,85-1.000; feldspar, $1,312,840; ziuo 
ivhito, $1,050,000. All other itema come 
uuder a million dollars each. In 
roiiud ligiiros one-third of the metallic pro- 
ductd was iron, two-sevenths silver, and 
ouc-tifth gold. Of the Don-metallic jjro- 
diiots about two-thirds was'coaland oil. Or 
taking tho outiro mineral prodnots ooal and 
irou formed one half of tho whole. The 
values given above do not allord an iados 
of the qnantitiea. Iron iu approximately 
the same quantitiea waa mined in 18.S-1 aud 
1885, but the value iu the former year was 
nine millions more than in tho latter year. 
Copper shows a marked dooline in vulne. 
Ooal, OS the other hand, though eight mil- 
lion tonaleai was mined in 1885, produced 
llft«en millions greater value than in the 
year previous.

Tho plain Indians Nyere rLMu.'Vcd from 
their homes huddled t- jjothor in liordeu, 
and thus their means of subsi.it-jiice (hunt 
ing, etc) mote or less thus taken away 
,^nd »Uo destroyed by "sportsmen" f»r- 
oigu to them. They therefore required 
food, implemonta and so forth from the 
jroverunicnt, and annually got them. 

The case of tho coast Indian is entirely 
differenl. He has not been removed fiom 
his home, and the sea and all therein is 
haye not been taken away from him. His 
raeaua of subsistence remains in full, and 
he has an abundance of land for hia pur 
pose £jiveQ,him (reBurves) into the barijaiil. 
The Indian policy of onoLSOvoriiincnt tnu.it 
neceaaarily diller from tluit of tlui >.thur — 
and ono may be suited tu the condition 
of things. \ ' 

With regard to the "^npt, -General's 
ideas of Indian troubles likely t.) arise 
(quoted by Mr. Duu'-aii), sfMx tho In- 
diana about tho "Iiidiaii title," there 
would be no danger of anything of the 
kind if misleaders and agit itors did not 
put their I iwn cranky, sooialiatic, untenable, 
iinpracticahle aud unlawful notions inin 
Indian heads.

To ruK EniTou: — I think it ia quite 
possible for tl peraun to come to the dis- 
cussion of any important public ((UBation 
without any bitter feelings, or saying hard 
things of a personal character, especially 
whan nothing ia to be gained by either 
party, and the discussion is intended only 
to ventilate important subjects. Calling 
persons who may express an opinion, 
mialeaders, instigators, iigitators and cow- 
ards ia no argument, and will uot carry 
conviction to the mind, although it may 
tickle tho ear of some parties. The opin- 
ions on cither side of this Indian title to 
bind ia not ^"iog t^o aettle the question as 
if cirrying tlie force of a "pragmatic aanor 
tion," and it is therefore as well to take it 
in n good natured woy. 

It is a uialtur of fact that a lartjo re- 
serve surroundiiiij: Metlakahlla haa been 
made for the Thimpaeaii tribe, but only 
after much pleading and exhortipg of , the 
government by Mr. Duncan to that end, 
at a lime when the intention of the gov- 
ernment was to give ten aaroa only to each 
family, regardless of the tiuality of tho 
soil, or tho character of the country. 

'L'o my knowledge there are no 
white misleaders of the Metla- 
kabtlaus, but dttitd ^ contrary. 
White friends of tHeiira have ad- 
vised them to keep within the law, and to 
conduct thom.iolve8 with forbearance and 
moderation. Thia ia not a moro uaaer 
tioii. I can bring the proof, and lam 
convinced that in this direction Mr. Dun- 
c in has always advised thejn. "Shame!" 
tnij^ht indued be cried ;^aod Mr. Duncan 
or anybody else might well* Se dalled a 
coward "in hiding," did he or they not 
stand up manfully fi;v the rights of the 
Indians whenever un iit:oinpt la nude to 
iijnoro thoao rights. No white man has 
instigated them to set the rule of tlie pro- 
vince at defiance. Thoae Indiana have 
very good ideas of right and wrong which 
have been instilled into their minds hy 
whitu traders. It ia true that British 
Columbia haa not adopted an Indian pol- 
icy similar to that of Eastern Canada, 
that does not put her in - an tmpregnabie 
position, but the reverse, and' th^ sooner 
she deals with the Indian question, the 
easier and choi^per will it bo for her. It 
la true that the village sites in Vancouver 
Island WMre set apart for the Indians, but 
there was no policy for civilizing them, 
for bettering their condjtipg, or 
training them to " ' any'tliing . , good. 
Nu government of British Columbia at- 
tempted to establish a school, church, 
farm or factory for their inatructiou. 
Nothing was dona to elevate tho Indians. 
Nut until missionaries took up this ques- 
tion of uistruction and civilizing was any 
tiding done for their temporal ur spiritual 
iiDproyemwI.^, 

On the 'other hand I the government of 
Canada has some coiiaidoratiou for the 
Indians — they aid the misaionary with 
money grants for educational purposes, 
mid in tho Northwest instruct them in 
farming and other pursuits, but I am 
afr.^id that in their sincere efforts tc 
benefit the red mau that their aims are 
thwarted by the solfiah indilTereiico of 
subordinate agents, who may be too much 
occupied with tlieir.p private businesa to 
attend to that for vrhich they are paid. 
Many of the people of Viotoria^ will re- 
member the groat speech delivered by 
Lord Dufi'eriii to our best citizens, in 
which ho alluded in a very emphatic way 
to tho unaatiafactory condition of the In- 
dian title in British Columbia. This 
subject was not brought to his notice 
by Victorians, he evidently felt it to 
be a pressing and important ^uea-^ 
tion or he would '^not have mentioned 
it at a time whuu other questions de- 
manded more immediate attention. 
He said, "That there could bo no doubt tbat 
the Indiana had a title to the land over 
which they roamed and which ought to bo 
extinguished." Although those words have 
not tho force of law, yet they are those of 
an ominem, clour-sighted and astute states- 
man, and not "blarnejr for a Victoria mob," 
who were not tbililffiiig of Indians then. 
"We "were afflicted with a railway mania, and 
tho governor-general's worda on the Indian 
quoHtioii could not bo intaudcd to conciliate 
us. Tho improved condition of the Indiana 
cannot be doe to the B. 0. Indian jgolicy — 
there waa none, beyond that :of ''milterly 
inactivity." 

No doubt the vhite men with whom they 
first came into oontaot sharpened their 
appetites for commerce, and it commerce 
helped to civilize them it was unintentional 
on the part of the white man. His advent, 
however, showed them that the results of 
exertion aud labor wer^ of jome value; they 
could see that inter-tribal war was not con- 
dueivoto hunting and trade, and that it was 
more profitable to slay wild animals tbdu 
human beings. Noit came tho missionary 
influence anil example, aud first and furc- 
inoBt among the saviigo tribes of the north 
were the labors uf Mr. Duncan who 
made the first attempt to obriatiani^and 
civilize them. Who ffrst brblce down 
thuir heathen ciiatimis, who first initiated 
ihejn in bkilled labor, -who lirat built 
achouls and churchea in t'lat part of the 
country, who tirat taught them to reapoit 
thu laws of the country, who first taught 
them to live in some degree of comfort, 
and who first made them taste the bene- 
fiia of living or auttlod, and civilized life. 
Few, very few, whiles gave the Indians 
work for tho siiko of bunulitiii|4 them, 
but Mr. Duncan did, and with 
much anxiety planned and schemed 
how he could find remunerative employ- 
ment for them. If they nre well off to- 
day it ia not becauao tho white man tried 
to make tlioiii ao, but because ho wanted 
their services and their fura, for which ho 
paid tho Binalieal price pusaiblo. Tho In- 
diana indirectly contribute largely to tho 
provincial revenue, and in a largo de- 
gree directly to the federal revenue, 
but I never know the gcvcrnment do the 
smallest thing to lienulit tliein, trails for- 
merly uaud would bo aa useful to them as 
tho roada of the white man. When they 
bi'cornu voters no doubt sido walks ond 
roads, will be made to their doors. 

In oonoluaion, I maintain that the In- 
dians have rights to the soil, and that in 
a ay i 1 1 g so I am misleading no one .

; Them. 

In tbo early history of tlio New 
York PreHH Club, when, at my request, 
Oawald Oueiidurfer came to the front 
to help tbfl organization aloiig^he^B^id,^ 
"I do it, for I feel' the ''^desirabilify, 
' even ihe iiecesRity, of doing all I can 

• to help catalilinh — wliat i a Badly need- 
ed — ttu esprit de corps in metropolitan 
journolisiii." Yu.H, brother journalists, 
it was very sadly needed then, and 
ibtittgn there bus been an improvement 

.\ \a the right (direction since, much still 
u^remains to bo done to put journalism 
on the piano it s 'ioujd occupy in this 
respect. Ttio journals of the day preach 
brotherly love and finterniil feeling to 
their readers, but their pnictice does 
not always square with their precepts. 

When I see a jouriialist running for 
'Offioe, oir on the road to political pre- 
. .fflraient, and notice that sd'niaiiy who 
ought to give him fraternal support are 
'. really backbiting hiui — 

When I hear that a fellow-journalist 
is sick and needy, and that little or no 
utterution is being paid to him by bis 
brother journaltsta-— , 

When I Bnd that at many funerals 
of men who have been able and well- 
known journalists only' one or two of 
their old associates are present as a 
mark of rpjijiect — 

When J .see the mean, cynical, scur- 
rilqniB .spirit in which the praiseworthy 
eflbrts of a prosperous newspaper pro- 
prietor to throw ft little poetry and 
sunshine into the lives and along the 
pathway of his fi'llowK is received — 

When i rend the foul e[)ithi)ts and 
mean innuendoes that are so often 
made to apply in the editorial columns 
of some papers to the . editors of 
others— < - ' ! , 

When I bear men who tbema^lrea 
succumb to teiujjtation from time . to 
time bitterly denounce others (who are 
in many instances their superiors in 
generouii inijiulses and genial .social 
qualities) fordoing the same thing — 

When (I repeat) I know all theye 
things are occurring, to the great dam- 
- age of the good name and fame of the 
press, I almost despair of the establish- 
ment of that L'!ipril de corpn which 
should characterize journalisiu above 
all other pursuits or professions. 

Journalism leads and molds as well 
as reflects public opinion. It should 
teach by example as well as precept. 
It should be as notdd'"for the fraternal 
feelings of its niombors e,s it has be- 
come notorious tor their estrangement 
from each other, It should vindicate its 
assumption to teach or lecture thost* 
outside of its pale by exhibiting a cred- 
itable model for them tocopyiaad an exv 
ample for them to follovf. It should' 

• 1 prove that loyalty to respective papers. 

is compatible with and can coincide 
with the utmost courtesy and kindly 
feelings among those connected with 
these various papers in their general 
intercourse with each other. 

If journalism is proud of its true and 
groat mission — and its true mission is 
a great one, if properly discorned — it 
should show that pride by respecting 
itself so highly as to bo properly re- 
spected by the world. If journalism 
collectively is worUiy of resjieot — and 
it should be — then personally its mem- 
bers in their individual capacity should 
be worthy of respect, or at least ought 
to be, or should be forced from its 
ranks, and those deserving resptict and 
frateriml yoo.i ffllowship should both 
receive iin I cKLend the .'^ame in the 
lin« of promoting a jjroper egprit de 
corps. 

Each member of the pr.Dfession 
should be proud of it, should endeavor 
to elevate its standard of — in friendly 

matters — "all for one, and one for all," 
and feel it a persomil stiVont to him- 
self that ft fellou' inember should be 
wront;l_i- iliviio wiili. If as much pains 
were taUen in the future by journalists 
to cultivate friendly feeling among 
themselves, and to advance each others 
interests, as there has been in the past 
in the opposite direction, we should 
soon have an esprit de corps of a mil- 
lennial character — in keeping with 
ttie standard that journalism should 
maintain. Ihat prosperity and good 
fellowship can go hand in hand in 
journalism is now being so well proven 
by striking examples that the most 
blindly cynical cannot help see it. 
Thank God that it is so, for it gives 
man a higher opinion of human nature 
atid encourages him to warm his heart 
toward his brothers. — Jounudisl.
